At page 3 of applicant's remarks regarding claims 1 and 9, applicant contends that 
there is no conceivable reference to the activation of the scanner driver to perform a set 
of image processing routines on the primitive scanner image to thereby obtain the 
image qualities of the original document. 

The examiner challenges this assertion as untrue. The scanner driver relied on by the 
examiner is the TWAIN device driver which is referred to at col. 1 5, lines 42-47. The 
set of image processing routines (editing scanning parameters) is referred to at lines 42- 
48 of col. 15. The primitive scanning image is described at col. 16, lines 12, 13 and 
lines 57-61. The determination of the image qualities is determined by the scanning 
parameters such as resolution , brightness and contrast, which is taught at col. 15, lines 



Hence, the examiner has shown how each limitation of the claim, and specifically 
each limitation as elucidated by the applicant, is shown to be anticipated by Lo. 

Claims 2-8 and 10-16 are rejected for the same reasons as presented above in 
addition to the reasons given in the rejection of these claims in the Office Action Mailed 
Nov. 27, 2002. 

The examiner concurs with the applicant regarding claims 7, 8, 15 and 16.
